They Must Apply For Certificate 
of Title by Aug. 31 


VIOLATORS ARE PENALIZED 


Purpose of New Statute is to Pro­ 
tect Motor Vehicles From Theft 
— Fund to Catch Thieves 


Many automobile owners of 
Rush 
county have tailed to make applica­ 
tion for certificate oi* title a s r e q u i r ­ 
ed by a law enacted by the last Ind­ 
iana legislature. August 31 is the l a s t 
day when applications m ay be filed 
before the owner of a motor vehicle 
becomes liable for failure to comply 
with the statute. 
A penalty of not 
less than $5 anil not more than $1,- 
000 is specified. 
A charge of $1 is 
made for the certificate and in a d ­ 
dition to this 25 cents is charged by 
the notary public. The fee includes 
the 
card case which must he a t ­ 
tached iii tilt* driver's compartment. 
The purpose of the law is tor the 
protection of the automobile owner 
against the theft of motor vehicles. 
The penalties for tran sfer of own­ 
ership of motor cars without notifi­ 
cation of the secretary of s t a t e as 
provided in the law are most d r a s ­ 
tic. 
Any person buying a cur from 
another person, even though it c a r­ 
ries a certificate of ownership must 
notify the secretary of state and ob­ 
tain a new certificate. 
Ko automobile licenses will be is­ 
sued by the secretary of state here­ 
after where certificate of title or a p ­ 
plication fo r same does not accom­ 
pany the application for license, and 
the application for license in every 
case hereafter must be made by per­ 
son to whom the certificate of title 
has been issued, in case of transfer 
of ownership. Special provisions are 
made in the new law regarding the 
sale of cars and what must he done 
as regards the assignment of 
the 
certificate of title iii the case of used 
cars. 
In cases whore the engine numbers 
have been altered special provisions 
are made for the securing of 
now 
numbers from the secretary of state, 
and not to attend to this constitutes 
a serious violation of the law. Ignor­ 
ance of the Jaw iii this particular 
will not he accepted by the officers of 
the law, and heavy penalties are a f ­ 
fixed. Persons operating automobiles 
the engine numbers of which 
have 
been altered, destroyed, defaced 
or 
obliterated are now subject to arrest 
and heavy fines, since this provision 
of the law became effective the first 
of July. 
The certificate of title law should 
lie read by every automobile owner 
in the county for his own self p ro­ 
tection. 
A certificate o f . title must 
be procured only once as long {is the 
car remains in the possession of the 
one who took out the certificate.

AUTO OWNERS ARE 
OVERLOOKING LAW 


Atterftion is Called to 
Fact 
That 
They Must Apply For Certificate 
of Title by Aug. 31 


VIOLATORS ARE PENALIZED 


Purpose of New Statute is to Pro­ 
tect Motor Vehicles From Theft 
— Fund to Catch Thieves 


Many automobile owners of Rush 
county have tailed to make applica­ 
tion for certificate of title as requir­ 
ed by a law enacted bv the last Ind­ 
iana legislature. August 31 is the last 
day when applications may be filed 
before the owner of a motor vehicle 
becomes liable for failure to comply 
with the statute. 
A penalty of not 
less than $5 and not more than $1,- 
000 is specified. 
A charge of $1 is 
made for the certificate and in ad­ 
dition to this 25 cents is charged by 
the notary public. The fee includes 
the 
card case which must be a t­ 
tached in the driver’s compartment. 
Tho purpose of the law is for the 
protection of the automobile owner 
against the theft of motor vehicles. 
The penalties for transfer of own­ 
ership of motor cars without notifi­ 
cation of the secretary of state as 
provided in the law arc most dras­ 
tic. 
Any person Inning a car from 
another person, even though it car­ 
ries a certificate of ownership must 
notify the secretary of state and ob­ 
tain a new certificate. 
No automobile licenses will be is­ 
sued by the secretary of state here­ 
after where certificate of title or ap­ 
plication for same does not accom­ 
pany the application for license, and 
the application for license in every 
case hereafter must be made by per­ 
son to whom the certificate of title 
lins been issued, in case of transfer 
of ownership. Special provisions are 
made in the new law regarding the 
sale of oars and what must be done 
as regards the assignment of 
the 
certificate of title in the case of used 
(ars. 
In eases where Hie engine numbers 
have been altered special provisions 
are made for the securing of 
new 
numbers from the secretary of state, 
and not to attend to this constitutes 
a serious violation of the law. Ignor­ 
ance of the Jaw in this particular 
will not be accepted by the officers of 
the law, and heavy penalties are a f­ 
fixed. Persons operating automobiles 
the engine numbers of which 
have 
been altered, destroyed, defaced 
or 
obliterated are now subject to arrest 
and heavy fines, since this provision 
of the law became effective the first 
of July. 
The certificate of title law should 
be read by every automobile owner 
iii the comity for his own self pro­ 
tection. 
A certificate of.title must 
be procured only once as long as tlje 
car remains in the possession of Hie 
one who took out the certificate.
